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NEW PEACE TALK 


Czar to Make Overtures to 


The Japanese 


IS REPORT CURRENT ABROAD 


Conditions Upon Which Russia Will 


Stop the Far East War Are 
• 
Agreed Upon. 


London,' Feb. 22—Baron 
Hayashi, 


the Japanese minister, speaking of the 
peace talk today said: ' 


"So far as Japan can see, the actions 


of Russia all tend in the direction o 
continuing the war. There is no indi 
cation that Russia is desiring peace 
I have no -information as to the views 
of the Japanese government on the 
suggested terms of peace. The rupiors 
are probably the outcome of the gen 
eral feeling for peace. As regards the 
details, the peace makers can forego 
anything or demand anything." 


Berlin, Feb. 
22—The Cologne Ga 


zette today in an .editorial apparently 
inspired by the German foreign office 
denies that.Germany has -offered to 
mediate between Japanese and Russia 
Neither of the belligerents, says the 
paper, is yet willing to accept media 
tion. The Gazette adds that internal 
disturbances in Russia will retard rath 
er than aid the conclusioji of peace. 


London, Feb. 22. — The rumors of 


peace between Russia and Japan are 
not accepted by the press of London 
as having strong inherent probability. 


= St. Petersburg, Feb. 22.—The ques- 
tion of .peace, it is rumored, is being 
considered by Emperor Nicholas, and 
the 
conditions on" which Russia is 


prepared to make peace, it is alleged, 
have practically been agreed upon. 
Thfeyareas fallows': Korea to be placed 
pnder Japanese suzerainty; Port Ar- 
thur and the Liaotung peninsula, to be 


dared an open port witB'an'open door; 
ffie: Eastern • China railroad to 
be 


placed under neutral- international ad- 
ministration; Manchuria, as far north 
as-" Harbin, 'to be restored as an inte- 
gral part of the Chinese empire; no 
indemnity. 
-. While peace reports are circulating 
In official and other quarters, the infor- 
mation reaches St. Petersburg -that 
General Kuropatkin is industriously 
preparing to try final conclusions with 
Field Marshal Oyama, apd that a de- 
cisive battle may be expected within a 
fortnight 
= - 


Mukden reports that a secret letter 


issued by General Oku has been cap- 
tured. It saysr "Through all fights, 
all, from the chief to the last soldier, 
have done their *duty. They have not 
spared their stomachs, and have driven 
back the enemy from the river. Still 
we have not yet been able to thorough- 
ly defeat the -enemy. The most diffi- 
cult and heaviest fighting is yet before 
us, and'the end-of the war is far dis- 
tant. Let commanders instruct sub- 
ordinates that any hesitation or irreso- 
lution increases the loss, and a deter- 
mined attack causes less. It is there- 
fore imperative to-advance with deter- 
mination. Officers must punish the un- 
worthy without the slightest mercy. 
There must be.no following personal 
inclinations except in the strict line o£ 
duty." 


According to latest reports Emperor 


Nicholas is greatly dissatisfied witTi, 
the conduct of General Gripenberg 


while he was in Manchuria, and that 
he has not only sustained General Ku 
ropatldn.but has ordered General Grip- 
enberg to return to his post. 


The railroad strike situation is re- 


ported to be growing worse in the 
southwest, and private advices are said 
to show the existence of a reign of ter- 
ror in Tiflis and the Caucasus gener- 
ally. Many murders by Tartars and 
Armenians are reported. Communica- 
tion has been almost cut off. even tele- 
graphers striking, the few who are still 
at fhelr keys being kept there with 
pistols at their heads. The situation 
in Poland along the Austrian border is 
also causing great uneasiness.. 


Killed by Strikers. 


Warsaw, Feb. 22.—Railway officials 


here fear that traffic will soon beco'me 
completely 
disorganized. 
Incoming 


trains are almost empty, while out- 
going trains are nearly abandoned. The 
police have arrested many pupils. The 
night of Feb. 20 the strikers killed a 
Jewish leather merchant named Zwie- 
bel. Other attempts have been made 
to murder employers here and at Lodz, 
where three shots were fired at a man- 
ufacturer. 
He was not hit, but his 


wife was wounded slightly. While the 
city is generally quiet, anxiety and un- 
easiness are manifest everywhere. The 
great strike continues in the Dom- 
browa and Sosnovice districts, v/here 
there is much lawlessness, such as rob- 
bery of persons and plundering of 
houses and shops.

Ass,assinat|on is Not Approved 


by the People. 


New York,-Feb. 2>— At the dinner 


of the National Iloowelt League of 
New York, tq Congressman Richard 
Bartholdt of''MisM)iiri, national •presi- 
dent of the league -it the Cafe Boule- 
vard last night, ex .Magistrate Herman 
C. Kudlich, acting toastniaster, caused 
a furor when,in intioilucing Congress- 
man BarthoSSt.. the friend and confi- 
dent of Prgjfident Roosevelt, he said 
that President Ro^evolt, in sending a 
message ofkfcondolence to the Czar of 
Russia on the^ assassination of Grand 
Duke Sergiug,'did not voice the senti- 
ment of the' ^American neople. Con 
tinuing, Mr:'Kudlich said: "I do not 
antagonize Mjs. Roosevelt when I pro- 
test against Ms note to the Czar. 1 up- 
hold the President in all things else, 
because he is deserving of our sup- 
port. I would, I assure you, take my 
chance under similar circumstances in 
handling a bomb and throwing that 
bomb at the right moment and all 
talk of sympathy being extended 
to 


the ruler under conditions attending 
the unpleasant incidents of last week, 
do not meet With my approval."

Cleveland, O.. Feb. 22'. — Two addi- 


tional bills were returned by the feder- 
al grand jury against Mrs. Chadwick in 
connection with her operations through 
tLe closed Citizens' National bank of 
Oberlin. A. B. Spear, cashier of the 
Oberlin bank, was indicted upon the 
the charge of misapplying $80,000 of 
bank's money on Aug. 24, 1903; also 
issuing two drafts on the Importers' 
and Traders' National hank of New 
York on the same date fqr $50,000, and 
$30,000 respectively, and making false 
entries in the bank's books. Mrs. Cas- 
sie Li. Chadwick, alias "C L. Chad- 
wick," alias 'Madame Devere." was in- 
dicted for aiding and abetting the said 
A. B. Spear, cashier of the Citizens' 
National bank of Oberlin, in all of said 
offenses. Another indictment charges 
Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick, alias "Mar1 
ame JDevBre." with conspiring v-it); C. 
T. Beckwith, president, and A. B. 
Spear, cashier of the Citizens' N'ational 
bank of Oberlin, to commit offenses 
against the United States. This refers 
to the bank officials' certifying checks 
drawn by Mrs. Chadwick when, it is 
alleged, she had no funds on deposit. 
There are now seven indictments 
against Mrs. Chadwick in the United 
States district court 
There aie also 


three in the state court, making 10 
indictments in all standing against her. 


An order has been issued by Referee 


in Bankruptcy Remington aiithonxing 
Trustee Nathan Loeser to sell the 
Chadwick home on Euclid avenue

is estimated that the property is worth 
about ?50,000. However, there is a 
rriortgage for $37,000 upon the property 
in favor of the Savings Deposit Bank 
and Trust company of Elyria, O.

Many of the 
bodies "will never be identified, as a 
number have been brought out a piece 
at a time. 


About 100 families and 300 children 


have been left destitute and without 
means of support, and one-third of the 
inhabitants of a town have been wiped 
out by the calamity. Vv'ork of rescuing 
the bodies has b»en heroic, but greatly 
hampered by debris and foul gases. 
Miners from a'l o\er the district have 
volunteered their services. It will be 
many hours yet before the work is en- 
tirely completed.

o the process is'freely ghen. Every 
•ear the trees which Washington plant- 
d gain a trifle in girth and stature, and 
he shadows beneath their compact 
,'rceuery become denser and more far 
caching. 
The four giant sentinels 


vhich guard the west entrance were 
jut there by the hand of Washington 
ihout a century ago. Two of them are 
atih and two are poplar, and each is a 


.•rl'ect specimen of its kind. 
It is a fact that Mount Vernon is be- 
imiug mort and more the great Ameri- 


can Mecca. 
Increased facilities for 


•caching it have no doubt contributed 
to its growing popularity, but even 
were it beyond a Sahara there would 
be no end to pilgrimage. It is the one 
hrine toward which loyal hearts are 
always turning, and that sentiment is 
constantly growing stronger. 
Multi- 


fold as the attractions of the capital 
undoubtedly are. they are insufficient 
to delay the pilgrim on his way to 
Mount Vernon. Formerly the visitor 
to the estate went by water, and the 
sail consumed the better part of a day. 
Xow one may take an electric car and 
be lauded at the entrance to the 
grounds within an. hour. 


Within the last few years there have 


been a number of renovations and im- 
provements. They have been effected 
so quietly and so gradually that they 
would scarcely be noticed by a fre- 
quent visitor, but one who had return- 
ed after a long absence would be grati- 
fied to discover many indications that 
tlie nation -was not growing weary of

After the association obtained pos- 


session of Mount Vernon matters con- 
tinued to look very dark Hr awhile. 
The civil war broke out, and it was 
Impossible to interest anybody in so 
important a subject even as the resto- 
ration of Mount Vernon. The women 
of the association ha'd raised the $200,- 
000 required to purchase tbe estate 
with comparative*facility, IMward Ev- 
erett alone having contributed $70,000, 
which he had earned by his pen and 
lectures. To this generous gift Massa- 
diusett;: added $30,000, making half of 
the sum demanded, and the remainder 
was secured in smaller contributions 
from states anil individuals, the most 
liberal being New York and Alabama. 
The property was in such a run down 
condition that it would require a large 
sum to rehabilitate it. In the state of 
affairs which supervened nothing what- 
ever couid be done. The first gleam of 
hope came in a peculiar -way. By some 
unaccountable, blunder a small boat be- 
longing to the association was confis- 
cated by the government. When the 
matter was adjudicated the associa- 
tion was awarded $7,000 damages. This 
sum, trifling as It was, was put to good 
use in checking some of the most ruin- 
ous features of the decay, and when 
the war was ended contributions were 
forthcoming in satisfactory sums. The 
expense of keeping the estate in order 
is now met largely by the admission 
fees. Since about 100,000 persons visit 
Mount Verndn annually, it will be seen 
that these fees amount to a large sum. 


No matter how often one has visited 


the spot, it never ceases to be interest- 
ing. There are hundreds of pilgrims 
who appear annually, and they always 
find something to repay them. There 
is an indescribable fascination in wan- 
dering through the halls and chambers 
where walked, ate, slept and drank the

the loving perpetuation of its noblest 
memory. For one thing, a complete sys- 
tem of hot water heating has been in- 
troduced. This not only warms the 
mansion, but also the outbuildings and 
conservatories. The boiler room, -which 
is at least 400 feet from the house, is 
entirely subterranean, and so are the 
pipes. For the old mansion itself in- 
direct radiation is employed, tbe beat 
being carried from the cellar through 
grills in the fireplaces to the rooms 
above. In this way tbe heating proc- 
ess is concealed, and there is no sug- 
gestion of modern improvement to con- 
flict with the colonial atmosphere of 
the spot 


A few years ago tbe state of Texas 


erected a handsome gateway and lodge 
at the north entrance to the estate, and 
the condition of the park is being im- 
proved constantly. One of the most 
interesting restorations of recent years 
has been tbat of tbe old family kitch- 
en, which is now precisely as it was 
In the days when Mrs. Washington 
maintained sucb a rigid oversight of its 
management It is a quaint apartment 
with a brick floor and unplastered 
walls and ceiling, and it is connected 
with the mansion by a covered colon- 
nade. The entire ea<;t side of the room 
is occupied by a great fireplace, which 
is fitted wltb an antiquated revolving 
spit which is worked with a chain and 
windlass. Several pieces of kitchen 
ware wbicb were in service when Mrs. 
Washington gave her famous dinners 
have been found in collections and re- 
stored to their former habitat.

The 
kitchen was remote from the dining 
room, and there were no devices to 
insure warm food and prompt service 
If the furniture now exhibited a 
Mount Vernou is a fair stlmple of the 
kind used by its original owners i 
needs no further explanation when it is 
related that the Washingtons kept very 
early hours. It is neither beautiful no: 
comfortable. The huge mahogany bed 
steads were so lofty that they were 
provided with a pair of steps, and i 
required both care and skill to reacl 
one's pillow at night and to leave it ii 
the morning. The small attic cbarube 
in which Martha Washington breathed 
her last is almost pitiful in its lack 
of creature comfort It is said that sh 
refused to occupy a more comfortabl 
sleeping room because from the little 
dormer window of the attic cbambe 
she could sec the first tomb of her il 
lustrious husband.

either of these conditions, is that the 
people, or a majority of them, throw 
reason to the winds when they go to 
the polls, and vote to keep bosses and 
grafters in i>ower.

This is a good example of what is 


often called 
the 
"editorial skit,"—a 


species of cmposition which depends 
for its force upon a cheap sarcasm that 
with thoughtless readers passes for 
cleverness. 


The real interest 
in the screed 


which appears above is found in the 
internal evidence which it gives that 
Mr. Purinton is 
bringing 
things to 


pass 
The writer, in his attempt to be 


smart, of course lampoons Mr. Purm- 
tons' work as a fad. Yet the fact is 
that his work is but a ringing protest 
against the gluttony of the age. That 
is the reason he has won "the long fol- 
lowing" spoken of in the 
editorial. 


Mr Purinton who, is well known in 


Granville and. Newark, is the eldest 
so of Dr D. B. Purinton ex-president 
of Denison University now president 
of the West Virginia State University 
and is a genuine, ardent and success- 
ful worker for the world's welfare. 


Mr. Purinton's ideas may be start- 


ling to many; he may be called 
a 


crank and faddist, but the fact re- 
mains that he himself is the living ex- 
ample of what he preaches and his 
physical and mental condition speaks 
for itself. That he is a brilliant young 
man all will admit; that he has by his 
own methods built up a robust consti- 
tution out of a nervous, weak body, he 
and his friends declare. 


It may be that his heroic treatment

lic Its merits and demerits have been 
discussed pro and con. but the physi- 
cians have not taken the dear public 
into consideration. 
They have simply 


said, pay our price or dispense wJth 
our services. I desire as a working- 


man, 
to deal with this much agitated 


question from the worker's point of 
view. 
Some of the physicians 
have 


gone so far as to compare their organ- 
ization with the 
trades union 
and 


theieby justify their advance in rates 
by pointing to advances in the wages 
of the wage worker. Supposing that 
the members of any particular union 
in this city would call a meeting and 
advance their wages 50 per cent with- 
out consulting their employers, "what 
would be the result? It would mean 
a lockout and would be fought to the 
bitter end. Then why this brazen de- 
mand of our employes, the physicians? 
Because they, unlike the wage worker, 
have no competition in their branch of 
industry, and being pampered by so 
ciety, feel that they command the sit- 
uation. 
Supposing that a certain in- 


dustry in this city employed 100 men 
ot one particular trade, and that was 
all that could-be used to any advan- 
tage; then supposing the membership 
in this particular trade organization 
should be increased by young men who 
had served 
their 
apprenticeship, or 


other members who desired a change 
of location, and they 
would demand 


employment for their entire member- 
ship or a division of their tasks among 
the entire membership, with a 50 per 
cent increase in wages, that all might 
be profitably employed. What a howl 
would go up from those financially in- 
terested in that industry. That is prac- 
tically the system under which 
the 


physicians operate. They are not sub- 
jected to the law of 
supply and de- 


mand, it makes' no 
difference 
how 


many are turned out by our medical 
colleges, society is expected to support 
them. If there is not enough business 
to make it profitable for all at ?1 per 
call, they raise the price to $1.50, and 
as soon as there are too many to share 
in the labor to make it profitable at 
that rate it will be advanced again.

HERE are, of course, various 


critical 
happenings 
in 
the 


lives of all individuals, how- 
ever obscure, which way be 


regarded as turning points in their ca- 
reers. In the uneventful lives of the 
great majority these crises pass un- 
noticed, or at least unrecorded. It 1st 
only in the cases of those who have 
become famous that these character 
building occasions are recalled and put 
to biographical use. 


In his early youth George Washing- 


ton was athletic, with ,a decided pref- 
erence for rather violent outdoor exer- 
cise and an equally pronounced distaste 
for mental occupation. He is reputed 
to have been far more serious in his 
demeanor than is usual for boys of his 
agej but it was not tbe seriousness 
which accompanies the studious tem- 
perament. It is not improbable that 
this unmistakable disinclination to be 
taught from books was due in a meas- 
ure to the crude methods of teaching 
which prevailed in the new part of 


in which the Washingtons 
Virginia 
lived. 


During this formative stage, when the 


boy was restive and wholly out of sym- 
pathy with the conditions which sur- 
rounded him, an event occurred which 
might have made of present day Amer- 
icans loyal "and contented subjects of 
Edward VII. 
Lawrence' Washington, 


.George's half brother, was a captain 
of Virginia troops, under Admiral Ver- 
non, in the expedition against Carta- 
gena. Lawrence was a companionable 
man, genial and witty, although in 
wretched health, and he became a 
favorite of the doughty admiral, whom 
he in turn admired greatly, as was ev- 
idenced by the fact that when he re- 
turned to his plantation on the Po- 
tomac he rechristened it Mount Vernon. 
To show his friendship for the Virginia" 


• captain the admiral offered to obtain a 


midshipman's commission for his young 
half brother. Lawrence was very fond 


torrent. lie was appointed one of the 
six delegates sent from Virginia to the 
first Continental congress. Immediately 
upon his arrival he was chosen by that 
body as commander in chief of the Con 
tineirtal army. The acceptance of tlie 
trust involved a tremendous sacrifice 
Sitting in the-congress the strong man 
paled visibly, and his lip quivered. lie 
realized that it was tbe most momen 
tous crisis that he had 'ever faced. 
There is no doubt whatever that lie 
hesitated, and^it was not to his dis- 
credit. Finally, however, he decidec 
and uttered a few modest words of ac- 
ceptance. 


The'winter of 1770-77 brought anoth- 


er crisis in the life of the man who 
had become the foremost personality in 
America. By March 1 he had driven 
every British soldier and Hessian mer- 
cenary from New Jersey, but the fol- 
lowing campaign was disastrous al- 
most to the verge of desperation. Dur- 
ing that joyous holiday season preced- 
ing the winter at Valley Forge, when 
tbe infant republic was ready to ac- 
claim Washington as its supreme hero, 
congress met and conferred upon its 
victorious commander in chief powers 
which were practically dictatorial. He 
might levy troops or undertake any 
military operation whenever he liked. 
He might, if he had chosen, have pro- 
claimed himself supreme bead of the

himself sovereign by some of the most 
influential men in the country. 


There were reasons why Washington 


should hesitate. Pure patriot that he 
was, he had no ambition beyond the 
salvation of his country. It had come 
to his ears with unquestionable direct- 
ness that a conspiracy was under way 
the ultimate aim of which was to re- 
move him from power and overthrow 
the government. 
He knew that the 


rankest treachery had a firm abiding 
place in his own military household;

of the youngster and proud of liis phys- 
ical perfection, so in contrast vrith his 
own feeble body. He was also an en- 
thusiastic admirer of -the royal navy, 
and he advocated the acceptance of 
the commission with all the energy he 
could command. George, too, entered 
Into the project with the vehemence of 
youth. He declared that nothing could 
have met his inclination more exactly 
than the opportunity to become an ad- 
miral. • 


Mrs. Washington, however, saw no 


merit whatever in the commission. She 
•was of a markedly practical turn of 
mind, and the exploits of deep sea 
henro did not appeal to her. Though 
a mild mannered woman, Mrs. Wash- 
ington was endowed with great firm- 
ness of character. Disregarding the 
persuasive eloquence of her stepson and 
unmoved by the rebellious tears of the 
future Father of His Country, she vetoed 
the proposition. In after years it was 
one of Washington's most comforting 
memories that he bad stifled bis yearn- 
ings for the sea life and bad accepted 
bis mother's decision as final. 


A few years later, when Washington 


bad risen to the dignity of major of a 
•troop of Virginia militia, his invalid 
half brother was again the indirect 
means of precipitating a crisis which 
came woefully near putting an end to 
his favorite's career. The disease with 
•which the elder Washington was af- 
flicted made such progress that he was 
ordered by bis physicians to seek a 
more hospitable climate. He selected 
Barbados and insisted on it that George 
should be his companion in exile. Tbe 
latter had entered upon the study of 
military tactics with great enthusiasm, 
but gave up his commission willingly 
and went to the West Indies with the 
dying man. 
Lawrence was quickly 


•carried off by the torrid July heat of 
Barbados, and before George could ta^e 
ship for home he was stricken with 
«malipox in a virulent form, lie hov- 


^ 
between life and death for four 


jweeks. but eventually recovered. 


At the outbreak of the Revolution 


'Washington was recopiized as the 
leading man in VjrjrinJa. and Le was 
unklonbtedly tlie wealthiest subject in 
the colonies. £elf interest constrained 
him to keep oloof from the various se- 
ditJfnary enterprises -which were pre- 
liminary to the great final plunge, and 
be preserved a dicnftk-d sik-nco as lontf 
as be could. He had the n><w:t profound 
•respect for lawful authority end was 
avers* to a resort to arms if it conld 
^be avoided in any way. Notwithstand- 
ing his conservation, "toe was carried 
along by the rising, tide until he found 


in tbe mackfeit whirl of Uwj 


that some of his hitherto trusted gen 
erals were in the plot. Tbe unfortunate 
summer of 1777 gave strength' to the 
scheme to put Gates in Washington's 
place. General Gates' brilliant victory 
over Burgoyne at Saratoga and Wash- 
ington's hardships in 
Pennsylvania 


made the plot well nigh effective, but 
Washington's lofty indifference and 
the fortunate sequel to Valley Forge 
brought reaction, and the conspiracy 
was ended. 


Once more ?.t least in the career of 


the great soldier-president was there 
occasion for the most transcendent pa- 
tience and good judgment. The bitter 
and long continued quarrel between 
Jefferson and Hamilton was the source 
of infinite disquietude to the president. 
He admired both men greatly and 
could not make up bis mind to dis- 
pense with the sen-ices of either. The 
quarrel was of such a far reaching and 
implacable nature that it was liable 
at any moment to plunge the new gov- 
ernment into peril. No statesman was 
ever before placed in a more trying 
position. A word or a movement from 
him might have precipitated revolu- 
tion. The spirit of insubordination and 
tumult was In tbe air. To have broken 
with either of these antagonistic forces 
would have sprung the mine, and to 
avoid rupture demanded the skill of 
the most clever diplomat. But Wash- 
ington withstood tbe trial. The delib- 
erately planned insuits of Jefferson's 
friends and the not too reserved per- 
sonal comments of the impulsive Ham- 
ilton were alike powerless to destroy 
the exquisite dignity of bis attitude.

Balfour's Diminishing Majority, 


London, Feb. 22.—John Redmond's 


amendment to the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne was defeat 
ed In the house of commons by a vote 
of 2G8 to 236, after an exhaustive de- 
bate occupying two days and affording 
an opportunity to representatives ol 
the several parties and factions to ex- 
press their views on the Irish situa- 
tion. The amendment declared, in ef- 
fect, that "the present system of gov 
ernment (of Ireland) is opposed to the 
will of the Irish people." The net re 
suit of the debate showed that all 
agreed that the present system of gov- 
ernment of Ireland is unsatisfactory, 
but there was a distinct disagreement 
concerning methods by which discon 
tent might be abated and Ireland cease 
to be a disturbing element in the poli- 
tics of the United Kingdom. The an- 
nouncement of the division, showing 
an unexpectedly large reduction of the 
government's majority, was greeted 
with prolonged opposition and Irish 
cheers. 


Adopt Majority Report. 
, 


Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 22. — The 


report of tlie joint legislative investi 
gating committee which probed into al- 
leged corruption charges of the Stand 
ard Oil company was adopted by the 
house of delegates. Two reports were 
made, one by the majority members 
and the other by the minority mem- 
bers. An effort to substitute the latter 
for the majority report was defeated 
The charges referred to were con- 
tained in a letter of United States Mar- 
shal C. D. Elliott to John Worthington. 
a Standard Oil employe. The majority 
members found that the letter was 
written by Elliott and that the charges 
contained therein were untrue, and the 
legislators are vindicated and exoner- 
ated. The minority report states that 
the conspiracy alleged was uninvesti- 
gated. 


Miles-Davis Muddle. 


Boston, Feb. 22.—General Nelson A. 


Miles, inspector general of the Massa- 
chusetts militia, said that he did not 
intend to make any response to the 
letter which Mrs. Jefferson Davis re- 
cently . made public in which, 
she 


charged General Miles with perpe- 
trating cruelties as custodian of her 
husband at the close of the civil war. 
General Miles said: "The letter is so 
offensive in its character asjiot to call 
for any reply." With reference to Mrs. 
Davis' demand that he produce a pho- 
tographic copy of a letter which Gen- 
eral Miles declared he had received 
from Mrs. Davis thanking him for his 
care of Mr. Davis as his prisoner, Gen- 
eral Miles said he thought it entirely 
probable that he would make such re- 
production. 


Hoch's Denial. 


Chicago, Feb. 22.—Johann Hoch has 


repudiated his alleged confession read 
by Police Inspector Shippey before a 
coroner's jury. "I never told Inspector 
Shippey I tad married 11 women," said 
Hoch. "I signed a statement to the 
effect that I had not committed mur- 
der, and that I was an innocent man."

GRAND JURY 


Will Make Investigation of the 
Beef 


Trust—Subpoenaes for 185 Wit- 


nesses are Issued. 


Chicago, Feb. 22.—United States offl- 


cials commenced one of the most ex- 
haustive inquiries ever started under 
the Sherman anti-trust act by issuing 
subpoenaes for 185 witnesses, calling 
for a federal grand jury to sit March 
20. and making full arrangements for 
producing complete evidence regarding 
the operations of the packers in Chi- 
cago and other packing centers in mer- 
ited detail. One hundred and thirty 
witnesses are to be from the Chicago 
packing houses and offices and 55 are 
heads of departments and agents in 15 
other large cities of the country. 


Attorney John S. Miller, who repre- 


sented the combined packers named in 
the Grosscup injunction, which waa 
sustained by the Tnlted States su- 
preme court a month ago. said: "If all 
this investigation does not entirely sat- 
isfy the representatives of the govern- 
ment that we are in every way that is 
possible observing the requirements ol 
this drastic injunction, we have no 
word of opposition to offer to ahy fur- 
ther full and fair inquiry into the act- 
ual facts. When that bass been done, 
however. *e sincerely trust we may 
look for and receive the 'square deal' 
which is promised to every one. and 
as the facts justify tt we may be re- 
lioved from misrepresentation and un- 
just suspicion "

As given in iihese columns Tuesday 


evening Judge Smyser 
came down 


from Wooster to look over the situa- 
tion before, going to Washington. He 
was here all day in conterence with 
the leading Newark Republicans and 
it was noted that he remained a very 
tair share of his time with Messrs. A. 
H .and George D. Heisey. 


The Advocate has a very straight 


tip that Judge Smyser will recommend 
Mr. Heisey 'for the appointment. It 
was pointed out in these columns last 
fall that Mr. Smyser was indebted to 
this Newark man for services during 
his campaign, and that the postoffice 
could be his for the asking. It is al- 
leged that Mr. Heisey was not disposed 
to take the office, but wanted to name 
the man. This Mr. Smyser refused to 
permit, but in recognition of the finan- 
cial aid given when the outlook seem- 
ed the darkest, Mr. Smyser felt under 
obligations to reward Mr. Heisey with 
the appointment should he desire it 
for himself.

will cut no figure. He is to be slaugh- 
tered to give way for Mr. Smyser's 
choice. 


A very few people learned Wednes- 


day that Judge Smyser had made up 
his mind to have Mr. 'Heisey appoint- 
ed. Then some of them began to talk. 
Not a word has been said against the 
personal character or ability of Mr. 
Heisey, who is a splendid young gen- 
tleman, but the assertion is made that 
he is a carpetbagger and is not entitled 
to the job.

WASHINGTON NEWS 


No Freight Rate Legislation. 


Washington, Feb. 22. — The senate 


passed the military academy appropri- 
ation bill and began consideration of 
the Indian appropriation bill. In re- 
sponse to a question, Mr. Elkins, chair- 
man of the committee on interstate 
commerce, expressed the opinion that 
It would be impossible to secure rail- 
road rate legislation during the present 
session of congress. 


Philippine Bill Passed. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—The house 


passed the Philippine tariff bill practi- 
cally as it came from committee, and 
with but little discussion. There was 
no especial opposition to it, though 
amendments coming from the Demo- 
cratic side, designed to put certain 
products on the free list, met with de- 
feat. An effort to prohibit the impor- 
tation of opium Into the islands except 
for medicinal purposes also failed, al- 
though Mr. Payne (N. Y.) explained 
that the Philippine commission was 
dealing with the subject in its own 
way, 
The house then took up the river 


and harbor appropriation bill, but it' 
was soon laid aside, and several meas- 
ures were passed, the most important 
of which was the authorization given 
the secretary of war to return to the 
several states Union, and Confederate 
battleflass.

Washington, Feb. 22.—A petition to 


congress was presented to the house 
by Representative Weber from the 
Oberlin (0.) board of commerce, ask- 
ing immediate legislation for the se- 
curity of national bank depositors by 
authorizing the comptroller of the cur- 
rency to assess national banks in case 
of failure of one of them In amounts 
sufficient to pay the depositors of the 
failed bank. The petition also asks 
that a committee of the senate shall 
investigate and report upon the pres- 
ent system of national bank examina- 
tions, "which in Oberlin failed ta dis- 
cover or disclose, in time for the pro- 
tection of depositors, excessive loans 
40 times larger than the law permits."
